Kissinger to See Callaghan 
* About the Future of Rhodesia

SUDA BAY, Crete, Sept. 33

[Mr. Kis- 
singer arrived in London late to- 
night.)

Although Mr_ Kissinger seems 
emotionally exhilarated over what

heppen in Rhodesia following 
Prime Minister Ian Smith's an- 
ticipated announcement.

Kissinger has expressed concern 
that the British—who hare prime 
responsibility -om Rhodesia—may 
not perceive the danger that will 
exist once Mr. Smith’s govern- 
ment virtually capitulates to the 
joint British, US. and South 
African pressure for one-man, 
ane-vole in the predominantly 
black territory.

Schmidt Believed in Trouble 


Kohl Gains With Appeal to Old-Style Values

BONN, Sept. 23 (NY'T).—Chan- 
eellor Helmut Schmidt Is in 
trouble in the last days of the 
West German election campaign, 
His opponent, Helmut Kohl, is 
riding ἃ wave of popularity with 
an old-fashioned, sentimental ap- 
peal to values that had almost 
gone out of style in recent years.

For a president of Lebanon to be inaugu- 
rated under cirmustances of high tension is 
not really a new experience for a nation 
that. since its modern inception. has known 
many stralns between its Christian and Mos- 


Jem citizens. But that Elias Sarkis should 
take office under Syrian protection, while 
gunfire erupted about the pleasant land and 


its capital was marred by extensive ruins, is © 


new and grim. Nor does the succession of 
Sarkis to Franjieh's presidency—which had 
once seemed a critical stage in the Leba- 
nese civil war—offer much hope for an eariy 
end to the killings. 

For the alignment of forces in Lebanon 
¢an no longer be described as rightist Chris- 
tian versus leftist Moslem. if indeed that was 
ever a precise definition Οἱ the war. It has 
now emerged as a conilict between the 
Palestinians and the rest... Tne Palestinians, 
of course. are not without support from 
Lebanese Moslems and from the more in- 
transigent Arab states, such 4s Iraq and 
Libya 

But the greatest emphasis In Lebanon now 
seems to be less on the kind of state that 
wil) be hammered out in the struggle there 
than the roie of the Palestinians in the 
Middie East. If this problem should be 
settled. the Lebanese wil] stili have much to 
rebuild, physically, morally and politically, 
in their strife-torn nation. But until there 
is some resolution of the Palestinian di- 
lemma, there can be none for that of 
Lebanon. 


Im one sensé this is a last stand for the 
uprooted Palestinians. For nearly a genera- 
tion they have remained, chiefly unabsorbed. 
in the Arab lands bordering Israel, their 
hosts and themselves looking always toward 
their original homeand. Their presénce 
caused trouble in Jordan, until they were 
suppressed. It was a factor—a cru¢lal oné— 
in the outbreak of war in Lebanon. 

And during that war they have split with 
the Syrians, who had once been strong allies. 
Now they are at odds with all the states bor- 
dering Israel and are supported only by 
those who have not experienced their pres- 


.@Nee in any seficus numbers, nor the threat 


they pose through poiitical and economic 
restlessness and the terrorism that evokes. 
The states, such as Libya and Iraq, that 
have been supporting the Palestinians in 
Jordan, have an answer: eliminate Israel 
‘and send the Palestinians back home. But 
that—as Egypt, Lebanon, Jordan and now 
Syria, tend to accept—is hardly practicable, 


neither in terms of wipimg out Israel nor 


creating a reasonable state amid the ruins. 

The other answer is a Palestinian state 
outside an Israel possessing reasonable 
poundaries. That Israel opposes—especially 
now that the Palestinians have proved such 


troublesome neighbors. But some form of - 


Palestinian nation, on territory of its own, 
seems the’ only rational hope of restoring a 
measure of order in the Middle East. Their 
armies in exile can hardly be wholly oblit- 
erated—on soil of their own, they might be 
satisfied, and could more easily be contained. 


Lust, Schmust 


Should Susan Ford have an affair with 
someone? Is it a sin that Jimmy Carter has 
experienced just for women other than his 
wife? Is there a conflict between what 
President Ford and Mrs. Ford think about 
the first of these questions? Shouid 
Mr. Carter. if he felt compelled to comment 
on the second. not have chosen a more de- 
corous and less offensive mode of expression? 
Who does he think he is, anyway—Nelson 
Rockefeller? And what are we to make of 


the impact on the electorate of Mr. Rocke- | 


feller's merry lapse into obscene gestures? 
Each day these and similar vexed questions 
seem to multiply. It’s enough to make you 
lonesome for Quemoy and Matsu. 

By way of making a little gesture of our 
own we are going to make an announcement 
here and now. It is that we happen to 
know what we think about the answers to 
ail these questions. but that in an exercise 
of self-restraint. which we dearly hope will 
be emulated. we are not going to te you 
what those answers are. The First Amend- 
ment will just have to survive our decision, 
and we ourselves are prepared to withstand 
any charges of “cover-up” that may énsue. 
Our simple. highminded objective is to iilus- 
trate that it is possible not to comment on 
some subjects—and to maintain a certain 
silence. if not downright indifference, with- 
out doing violence to the public weal. 


“Who Cares Who Killed Roger Ackroyd?” . 


the late critic Edmund Wilson entitled a 


famous essay savaging the murder-mystery 
writer's art. Who cares indeed? Who ¢ares 
how Susan Ford or Jimmy Carter arrange 
these most personal aspects of their personal 
lives? Well, the Ford family. we should sap- 


. Pose, in the first case, and Mr. Carter and 


his family in the second. Can't it be left at 
that? Does everything have either ta be 
asked or. worse. both asked and answered 
or—worst of ‘all, as in the Carter case— 
volunteered? Yes, the character of a can- 
didate for the presidency has a great deal 
of bearing on his fitness for the office, and 
50, we suppose (a little less certainly), does 
his relationship with his immediate family. 
But in each of these cases, you will note, we 
are dealing with speculations that are 
mighty far afield from the issues that rightly 
concetn American voters—or should. 


Nelson Rockefeller, of course. is another 
matter. But he is going back to private life 
anyway where he can be photographed any 
way he wants to be, without committing the 
vice-presidency, along with his person, to 
film. Perhaps the debates will elevate the 
discourse a little and put in proper perspec- 
tive the issues related to the candidacies of 
Messrs. Ford and Carter that people have 
a right and need to know about. If that is 
true, they can't come too scon. Or, to put 
it another way: Lust, schmust—what about 
the SALT talks?

Getting Scott Off Free 


Thanks to his friends on the Senate 
Ethics Committee, minority leader Hagh 
Scott may now retire without belng dogged 
by official inquiries into his financial rela- 
tions with the Gulf Oil Company. The com- 
mittee gave Sen. Scott this nice going-away 
present the other day by voting not to pur- 
sue allegations that the powerful Pennsyi- 
vania Republican had been paid $5.000 in 
Gulf corporate funds each spring and fall 
for a number of years until 1973. No cne 
should think. however. that this decision in- 
volved any favoritism toward Sen. Scott: at 
the same time the committee also shelved 
eharges of illegal corporate payments to 
about two dozen other senators 

What makes this absolution so exquisite ts 
the way that it was done. After ducking the 
matter for months, the committee did take 
testimony in a closed session from Sen. Scott. 
He acknowledged having received a total of 
$45.000 from Gulf agents over the years, but 
maintained that al: the money had gone for 
his or other senators’ political campaigns— 
and that he had thought the gifts were com- 
ing from individuals rather than corporate 
funds. That was all that most members of 
the committee wanted to hear Wher Sen. 
Edward Brooke. R-Mass. pressed for ἃ 
somewhat wider inquiry, the committee voted 


5-1 not to call any other Witnesses and not 
to open up thé sealed financial statement 
submitted by Sen. Scott. Having declined 
to look for any evidence, chairman Howard 
Cannon. D-Nev., then announced—get this— 
that “Insufficient corroboration” of the 
charges had been found. Finally, the six 
panel members agreed that since they were 
not going to inspect any colleagues’ financial 
records, it would be unfair to give that in- 
formation to the IRS—which is quite in- 
terested In any tax problems that may exist. 


Thus the Senate protects its own. It 
might have been ingenuous even to hope 
for any other result. The committee has 


built a record of notable passivity since its — 


establishment in 1968. and the matter of 
corporate largesse touches so many senators 
in both parties that a real investigation 
would have been very discomfiting. Perhaps 
there is more significance than we had noted 
in the fact that the Senate's watchdog group 
is not formally called the “etnies committee” 
at all. Its proper name 18 the Seiect Com- 
mittee on Standards and Conduct—and the 
prevailing standard of conduct seems to be 
that senators who Hive in glass houses 
shovidn't look under too many rocks.

‘The speech Carter gave to the 
Michigan AFL-CIO last week 
showed he was loaded for bear 
om economic issues. It was touch. 
specific and effective—all the 
things worried Democrats have 
been saying he must be in his 
confrontation with the President. 


And then in @ weekend inter- 
view with the Associated Press, 
. Carter incautiously opened the 
door to counterattack br a dis- 
enssion of tax reform that can 
he charitably described as con- 
fused. 

After tefting the AP—as he had 
many other interviewers—that. 
his idea of tax reform “means 
people who have a higher income 
would pay more taxes at a cer 
tain level.” he was asked what 
constituted “higher” in his mind.

“TI would take the mean or 
median level of income and anr- 
thing above that would be higher 
and anything below that would 
be lower.”

But that Interpretation was 
unacceptable politically, whatever 
its economics.

The euphemisms and maykishness which drove Evelyn 
frantic with distaste seem slightly subdued ihese days, though there is 
still Lullabyland and Babyland, where cbiidren are buried, and Siumber 
Rooms for visitors. The cemetery still draws 1 million visitors a year 
and one in 10 Californians who die every year is buried in Forest Lawn 
or one of its branches, 


If seems as if half of Hollywood is here: Humphrey Bogart, Lon 
Chaney, W.C. Fields, Errol Flynn, Ernie Kovacs, Charies Laughton, 
Stan Laurel, Tom Mix, Spencer Tracy, even Sabu, the elephant boy. 
Gable and Lombard rest in side-by-side merble vatlts in the great 
mausoleum. Down the hall, is Jean Harlow, with the words “Our 
Baby” chisled over her vault. Walt Disney is in 2 sechided, tree- 
shaded corner. 

Forest Lawn is the prototype for countless American cemeteries 
‘which, with landscaped terraces, decorative marble arches and soathing 
names, don’t look quite like cemeteries, 

Forest Lawn's general manager is a Harvard Business School 
Graduate, Frederick Liewellyn, who “could be running General Motors 
or any other large corporation,” according to National Association of 
Cemeteries executive vice-president Stephen Morgan. “The reople in 
this indusiry,” he adds, “still look to Forest Lawn for innovation.” 


Music im the Air 


‘Those who walk through its enormous iron getes—said to be the 
largest in the warld—come upon what appears to be a Perfectly mani- 
cured perk with sweeping vistas. Statues dot the place, smail children 
feed ducks in a pond. It's so tranquil that music seems to be ficating 
in the air, and suddenly, it hits you: Music is floating in the air, dis- 
creetly piped in from somewhere. Unlike other cemeteries, death is 
not present. 

Placed at strategic Jocations around Forest Lawn are huge adver- 
tisements exhorting people to die right. “Eyerything at the time of 
sorrow,” says one. Another notes, “Funeral costs too high? Not at 
Forest Lawn.” (By U.S. standards, the Forest Lawn charge of 8900 
for everything is low.) > 

Around a corner, hidden behind the huge building which houses 
the administration and mortuary—a replica of Compton Wynyates, a 
16th-century English manor house—is 2 small parcel of land with 2 
collection of lonely tombstones. The only part of Forest Lawn that 
looks like a traditional burial ground, it is, in fact, all that remains of 
2 small cemetery in what was once Tropico, Calif. Forest Lawn’s 


‘founder Hubert Eaton took it over in 1913. 


In many ways Dr. Eaton—-the title was honorary—didn't appear to 
he the sort of person to make a career of burying people. The son of 
8 college professor, he was a metallurgist who became involved with 2 
million-dollar-a-year silver mine in Nevada. When the vein petered 
out, Hubert Eaton was 30 years old and jobless. 

Encouraged by an old college friend and intrigued by the then-new 
concept of selling burial plots “before need,” Eaton took over Tropico's 
tiny Forest Lawn Cemetery. He used public relations to “sell” death, 
to create a need for a service while simuitaneously filling it. 

“Only in America,” as the official “Forest Lawn Story” puts it, 
could one man “achieve greatness in 2 field of sndeavor never before 
known to offer such opportunity.”
